VOA gets property tax 
request on ballot 


A team circulating petitions for 
reducing county tax millage by 2 mills 
‘has succeeded in getting the request 
put on the ballot of either the county’s 
April 7 election or the June 13 school 
elections. 

Karl Waldner of Boyne City and 
Charlevoix County members of the 
small but growing Organized Voters of 
America circulated 47 petitions in the 
county and obtained 773 signers. The 
reduction in property taxes could 
amount to $80 and up for average home 
owners. 

Legally, the county is limited to a 
maximum millage request of 15 mills, 
but property taxes continue to rise 
because of increased property value 


‘assessments. According to Waldner 


they have gone up a total of $20 million 
a year. ; 

The 2 mill reduction if approved, 
would continue until changed by public 
vote. 


In 1976 Waldner said he was part of 
a similar thrust in which a 3 mill 
reduction was voted on, It was aimed at 
the schools’ share of tax monies and it 
was voted down because at the last 
minute a counter-campaign was 
mounted, spreading, Waldner said, 
misleading and intimidating informa- 
tion, 

‘Voters should be warned,’” he said, 
“that it could happen again.’’ An 
information sheet is available and 
being circulated about ways the county 
could save money. Collecting some $2 
million dollars from the cities, for 
example, Waldner said, the county 
returns only about one-half million in 
services. 

Of the: 2 mitls, 1.4 would come out of 
county government. The rest would be 
subtracted from the schools’ share of 
county taxes. This figure reflects the 
lowering of school populations, Wald- 
ner said. 


In knocking on doors, petition car- 
riers f-und that 88 percent of those 
approached signed up. The 12 percent 
who did not were school people or 
county employees or uncertain of their 
own opinion. 


One school official was reported as 
saying, ‘‘Why should we do something 
that’s not in our interest?’’ 


Waldner believes that property tax is 
not the way to finance schools. But 
until the necessary governmental res- 
tructuring he sees as the alternative 
takes place, the 2 mill reduction seems 
to be the best step. 

‘“‘Out of a sense of frustration and 
hopelessness,’’ he said, ‘‘people 
respond to an opportunity to participate 
directly.’’ 

There will be a similar effort made 
soon in Emmet County. 


Tax or sell position decided 
to help East Jordan budget 


Sell Elm Pointe or collect a city 
income tax, was decided by East 
Jordan city council, figuring that 
either one of these would be a less 
undesirable way of meeting city ex- 
penses than raising the millage, cutting 
city services, or calling on the sheriff’s 
department to take over some of the 
police chores. 

Neither of the solutions proposed 
could be enacted without a city elec- 
tion, however, 

The problem, as Mayor Bill Merwin 
put it at the city council special 
meeting on March 8, is, ‘‘If we can’t do 
something this year, we'll be paying 
twice as much next year.’’ 

Council approved the 1983-"84 bud- 
get proposal of $832,337 and set two 
hearing dates, March 22 and 29, 
because of the seriousness of the city’s 
financial situation.

In 1973 it went on the ballot and 
taxpayers voted ‘‘overwhelmingly”’ to 
keep it, according to Cigred Riley, 
former Elm Pointe commissioner. 

In a phone interview, Riley took note 
of the many contributions made by the 
Portside Art and Historical Society and 
other civic groups, both in funds and in 
cultural events. 

Speaking of the money received from 
the proposed sale of the park, Riley 
said, ‘‘It would be used and we would 
have nothing to show for it.’”’ 

The council believes that buyer, or 
group of investors, could be found that 
would want to turn it into a confer- 
While a 
guessed-at sale price could be anything 
from $350,000 to $500,000, taxes from 
the property would go to South Arm 
Township. 

Cost of the park have outweighed 
revenues, but it wasn’t noted whether 
the costs took account of donations. 
Annual expenses range between $8,000 
and $20,000; revenues $150 to $13,000. 

The last option is the city income tax. 
The two advantages of this means of 
finding more funds are that it would 
bring in money from those living 
outside city limits, but profiting from 
city expenditures, and that it would be 
a redistribution of the tax burden. 


Council: said it would not tax cor- 
poration profits. The proposed figures 
were 1 percent for residents and .5 
percent for non-residents. 

It could have a psychological dis- 


advantage, councilman Al Joseph said, 


with two. taxes instead of one being 
called for. It might seem more than 
simply the increased millage. 

“We could check with Michigan 
Municipal League,’’ councilwoman 
Elian Cihak said, ‘‘about other small 
cities having an income tax.’ 

Merwin reminded everyone that the 
options were for next year. This year 
will be paid for, he pointed out. 

Committees were appointed for 
determining the actual benefits to be 
derived from the council’s preferences 
of Elm Pointe sale or city income tax. 

Morris said, ‘“‘It’s been 16 or 17 
years since East Jordan ever had such 
problems as we are facing now."

Why do taxes go up 
when sales figures stabilize? 


‘ 


“There is something rotten in good ol’ 


_ Charlevoix County. At least according to 


Don Berlage, the president of the Northern 
Michigan Company of Antrim and 
Charlevoix. 


. Berlage sent out to all the members of the 


Board of Realtors in Charlevoix County a 
wrap-up of the sales that occurred for 1982. 
He also compared those sales figures with 
the sales figures of 1978-79-80-81. 

He has determined that the average sale 
price of all forms of property, vacant and 
improved, which also includes new annual 
construction has increased very little from 
1982 as compared to 1978. 

In 1978 the average was about $23,000. 
The average in 1982 was only about 
$25,500. 

At the same time, the assessed values for 
the same property have risen dramatically, 
and not as the same percentage as the 
average sale price. 

Now, we don’t know where the assessors 
are getting their figures, but we can assume 
from Berlages’ figures that they are taking 
them from out of some book that says that 
real estate has to increase in value every 
single year. Year after year, after year. 

What the assessors tell us is that they are 
always averaging the figues from several 
years to come up with what the property 
should be paying in taxes. 

But, something is wrong if Berlages 
figures are right. We are sure that 
everybody is paying more than a nine 
percent increase. 

We have talked with some property 
owners who have said that their property 
assessment has risen 100 per cent just this 


_ last year alone. 


Berlage does put a qualifier on his 
statements, saying that he is sure someone, 


somewhere could challenge his 
methodology in determining the figures, 
but we would like to think that he puts up a 
valid argument. 

Some of the other figures from the same 
anyalisis show that the number of sales 
have dropped 31 percent and the dollar 
volume of the sales has dropped 26 between 
1978 and 1982. 

If you happen to go to one of the Boards of 
Review, you may want to talk with them 
about this information and ask them to 
explain their criteria for the assessed value 
they have imposed on your property. You 
can ask them to justify the assessment by 
comparing real sales figures over what they 
can come up with. 

It probably won’t do you much good as we 
doubt you will get your assessment 
changed, but you will get the satisfaction of 
learning more about your taxes and how 
they are derived. 

We hope that the fetres Berlage 
presented, and they should be valid as he 
also writes most of the title insurance for 
the county, are some place to start. As 
almost everyone would say, they are paying 
too much in taxes for what they have in 
land. 

And we are sure that others will say that 
they don’t believe them. 

One thing is certain, land values up here in 
this beautiful land of ours isn’t selling like 
hotcakes as it was a couple of years ago. It 
just shows that the recession is prevalent in 
our area as well as the rest of the state. 

Perhaps with this turnaround that every 
economist is talking about wili help make 
our properties salable at the fair market 
value we all want to see so that we all pay 
our share of the tax load.

ESCALLOPED POTATOES 

Line the bottom of a buttered 
casserole with sliced onions, then 
thinly sliced potatoes on top. Season 
with salt and pepper and pour milk to 
almost cover the potatoes. Cover with 
small pieces of sliced bacon and bake 
at 275 to 300 degree oven, this might 
take 14% to 2 hours until the bacon is 
crisp and the potatoes tender with a 
crispy golden top.
